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Reserved Zone One Funds 


- According to the Hollywood Entertainment District Plan, “Zone 1 receives a higher level of service compared 
to zones 2 and 3. Its services include but are not limited to: ... annual tree trimming.” The 374 trees have 
been trimmed annually at a cost of around $46,000.00. 


- As has been recommended to BID staff from the City of Los Angeles Chief Forrester, Timothy Tyson, the trees 
in Zone 1 do not need to be trimmed this year. 


- Therefore, these funds that are set aside are available to be spent on other projects in Zone 1 of the BID. The 
following is a list of potential projects that can be funded. 


| The need for more security cameras is apparent along 
Hollywood Blvd after the recent stabbing on Hollywood near 
Whitley. These cameras would be purchased by the BID and 
donated to LAPD to continue plotting out a thorough camera 
and surveillance system.
